e] The Biii for Civilian Selective Service was introduced simui- 
ae taneously by Senator Austin of Vermont (S. 666) and Repre- 
sentative Wadsworth of New York (H.R. 1742), both Republicans,

ee It provides that President Roosevelt may prescribe 
aS regulations under which every man between 1% and 65 


and every woman between 18 and 50 (the lower level 
may be dropped later to 16, or even 14) may be required 
to do whatever war work he labels “essential to the 
effective prosecution of the war”. 


: In it Congress declares as “the general principle” “that 
: an obligation rests upon every person . . . to render such 
, personal service in aid of the war effort as he or she may 
be deemed best fitted to perform”. Those who refuse to 
conform are subject to fine and/or imprisonment.

PRESENT FEEDING... 

There are two measures before Congress of prime 
importance. One is the George Bill, which was passed 
by the Senate last week, which sets up a commission to 
consider post-war economic policy and planning. Open 
hearings may soon begin and we may have some oppor- 
tunity to present our views. 

There has also been introduced on February 11th 
a bill, S.R. 100, by Senators Gillette and Taft, calling for 
the “setting up of systematic and definite relief for all 
stricken and hungry countries where the need is now the 
most acute; this relief to be based on agreements by the 
belligerents for the protection of the native and imported 
food supplies, with rigid safeguarding of such relief so 
that no military advantage whatever may accrue to the 
civil populations or armed forces of the invading nations. 

This bill has been referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. We urge that you write immediately 
to the Chairman of that committee, George, asking that 
immediate hearings be held on that bill.. And will you 
thank both Senator Taft and Senator Gillette and assure
